DETAILED ACTION 

The following office action is in response to the amendment filed on October 27, 2008. Claims 
1-4, 9, 10, 17, 19, 20, 23, 24, 26 and 27 are pending. Claim 28 has been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
1. Claims 1-4, 9, 10, 17, 19, 20, 23, 24, 26 and 27 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With respect to 
independent claim 1 , the prior art of record do not teach an image display apparatus comprising 
memory cells, wherein each of the plurality of memory cells comprises a memory switch 
connected to one of said data lines; a memory capacitor connected to said memory switch; and a 
field-effect transistor of which a source-drain path thereof is provided between a first node and a 
second node coupled to a corresponding one of said data lines, wherein one electrode of said 
memory capacitor is connected to a gate of said field effect transistor and another electrode of 
said memory capacitor is connected to said second node, and wherein when a memory cell is 
read or written, a predetermined voltage is supplied to said first node. 

With respect to dependent claims 2-4, 9, 10, 17, 19, 20, 23, 24, 26 and 27, these claims 
are allowed as they depend upon allowable independent claim 1 .
